Michigan. — Beports to the State board of health, Lansing, for the 
week ended August 26, 1899, from 74 observers, indicate that cholera 
morbus, cholera infantum, dysentery, bronchitis, inflammation of 
bowels, and remittent fever increased, and neuralgia decreased in area 
of prevalence. Phthisis pulmonalis was reported present at 193, 
enteric fever at 74, scarlet fever at 35, diphtheria at 19, whooping 
cough at 19, cerebrospinal meningitis at 1, and smallpox at 1 place — 
Battle Creek. 

Missouri — St. Louis. — Month of July, 1899. Estimated population, 
623,000. Total number of deaths, 826, including diphtheria, 11 ; 
enteric fever, 9 ; whooping cough, 7, and 89 from phthisis pulmonalis. 

Texas. — Sixteen points in the State. Three weeks ended August 26, 
1899. Estimated population, 2,250,000. Total number of deaths not 
reported. Two deaths from smallpox reported. 
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
